limited to specified -eta i per c.a-> , but ether expenses such as 
lauaury, valet, telephone, etc., were permitted at actual. Although 
the latte t types of expen jcs were small relative to- the balance of 
travel cost' , our concert has been that we should exclude them if 
ail ; •v/abie comb were limited to transportation and per diem only.

He points out that the definitive contract superseded the letter con-.', 
tract, and net vith stanch::.., :my provisions in the latter document, 
ho would have to truce exc •ptior, i.i an audit to any travel costa other 
cum per uiem or i~ a.n.porr acioj. . 


Although we do mt want to < rente m ore concern for this 
matter than it warrant . r. appear that some clarification is 
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desirable. Perhaps a statement from'you interpreting per diem 
t’Q include other trB,vql coats is sufficient. Otherwise, an amend- 
ment to the contract to change 'per diem** to'jper diem and/or other '■ 
actual expenses" appears appropriate. ;
